Nev- 
ertheless we took advantage of what 
facilities were at hand; and at once, 
in fact, within a week after the dec- 
laration of war, were placing orders 
for machine guns. In this connec- 
tion the reader should bear contin- 
vally in mind that throughout the 
development of machine gun manu- 
facture we utilized all existing fa- 
cilities to the limit in addition to 
building up new sources of supply. 

“In other words, whenever con-

O check automobile thieving is 
the purpose of an electric ac- 
cessory lately devised for the 
motor car, which is shown in the 
Popular Mechanics Magazine, Essen- 
tially’ the contrivance consists of an 
automobile siren connected in a dry 
battery circuit with a mercury 
switch. When the car ts In motion, 
Vibrations agitate the mercury so 
that the gap is bridged and contact 
formed, sounding the horn in the 
event the circuit is closed. Thus if 
anyone, without the owner's knowl- 
edge, attempted to steal a car 80 
equipped, the siren would sound im- 
mediately and keep on doling so un- 
til the engine was stopped or the 
electric circuit opened.
